DEATH OF A_ DISTINGUISHED 
NORTH CAROLINIAN IN NORFOLK.— 
The many friends of Col. James W. 
Hinton, formerly of Pasquotank 
county, in this State, but since the 
war a resident of Norfolk, Va., will 
hear with deep regret the announce- 
ment of his death, which occurred in 
Norfolk Saturday last. Col. Hinton 
was born and raised in Pasquotank 
county, and for several years was 
Clerk of Court of that county. He was 
first Major of the Eighth Regiment 
of the North Carolina State troops 
and was afterwards Colonel of the 
Sixty-Sixth, of which Col. E.C. Yel- 
lowly was Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Maj, .\W. H. Bagley, of this city, 
r. He removed to Norfolk soon 
after the war,-where he won consi- 
derable distinction as a barrister, and 
was said to be the finest stump orator 
of the Old Dominion State. 

We clip the following complimen- 
tary notice from the Norfork Virgin- 
ian of Sunday: 

Not only Norfolk, but all of Tide- 
water Virginia and North Carolina, 


and indeed the whole of both Com- 


monwealths, and large numbers of 
people of other States, will unite with 
us in mourning the loss of one of our 
most eminent citizens: a loss which 
will be felt, not only in the home 
circle, in the profession which he 
adorned, in the political arena, but 
wherever his name was known, or 
his face remembered by those who 
have listened to theeloquent language 
of Col. James W. Hinton, whose sad 
and untimely death we have now to 
record, 

Yesterday morning Colonel Hinton 
was down town, and in conversation 
with a friend spoke of feeling unusu- 
ally well. Between 12 a:d1 o’clock 
he entered the law office of Messrs. 
Goode & Chaplain, his former part- 
ners, on business, and was convers- 
ing with Mr. Goode for some time, 
when, ov attempting to leave the 
room, he wasstricken with paralysis. 
Dr. Wm. Selden, his family physi- 
cian, Was immediately called in, who 
did all that was posslble, and the 
sufferer was conveyed to his resi- 
dence on York street as soon as prac- 
ticable. From this attack Colonel 
Hinton sunk gradually, until about 
6 o’clock he breathed his last peace- 
fully in the bosom of his family. 

An oceasion of this sort is one of 
those occurrences which demands 
more than the usual notice. Colonel 
Hinton was a man among men, and 
although never having held any high 
publie oftice, his name is a familiar 
one from one end of the Union to the 
other, and we therefore compile a 
short sketch of his life. 

He was born in Pasquotank county, 
North Carolina, in the year 1827, and 
in hls boyhood received only a com- 
mon country school education. He 
was, however, studious and diligent, 
and at an early age acquired the con- 
fidence of those who Knew him. In 
1855 or ’56, he was elected clerk of his 
native county, having previously 
taken up his residence in Elizabeth 
City, the county seat. This office he 
held to the entire satisfaction of his 
constituents until the breaking out 
of the war. During his eccupany of 
that oftice he studied law, and 
obtained a license to practice in 155s, 
entering at once upon an active prac- 
tice. In this profession he soon ex- 
hibited his remarkable talents, and 
gave promise of that eminence he 
afterwards attained in legal 
forum. 

Early imbued with political prin- 
ciplesof the Old Line Whig stamp, 
he, in the memorable Presidential 
cam paign of 1860, when the name of 
Bell and to and Breckin- 

ore the ple, was 
appointed an elector for Bell and Ev- 
erett, and not only thoroughly can- 
vassed his own district, but also other 
portions of the State. 

Although, as we have said, he was 
an Old Line Whig, and also a Union 
man, he was nevertheless op to 
any attempt at coercion, and when 
the spring of 1861 opened he espous- 
ed cordially the cause of his State 
and section, and raised a company in 
his native county, of which we was 
elected Captain, and which was at- 
tached to the 8th North Carolina 
regiment. He afterwards was prom- 
inentin raising and organizing the 
68th North Carolina regiment, of 
which he was elected the Colonel, 
continuing in that command until 
the close of the war. As a soldier he 
was brave and generous, winning the 
devotion of his own men, and the 
respect of his enemies ; higher praise 
profession could not be awar- 

ed. 

With the collapse of the Confed- 
eracy, he, with all others, who fol- 
lowed the fortunes of the ‘Stars and 
Bars,’’ found himself with shattered 
fortunes and with a family depen- 
dent upon his exertions for a liveli- 
hood, and in looking around for an 
eligible location, settled upon this 
city as hisfuture residence. He again 
entered epon the practice of his pro- 
fession, and at once’ took that 
stand to which his attainments and 
talents entitled him, and has ever 
since maintained an onviable posi- 
tion in the bar of our city. 

In adopting Virginia as his home 
he at once allied himself to her for- 
tunes, and being an ardent politician, 
his voice was soon heard in advocacy 
of the rights of the white race, and it 
was not long before the well-deserved 
appellation of the ‘twar-horse’’ was 
conferred upon him by his admirers. 
He was foremost in every campaign 
since his residence here, and at one 
time held the position of Conservative 
Superintendent, in which he did 

reat service to tine cause. In the 

reeley campaign of 1872, Colonel 
Hinton was an active canvasser, and 
made a tour of the State of Ohio, ut- 
tering a series of speeches which elec- 
trified his hearers wherever he ap- 
peared. In the late contest between 
the Hon. John Goode and Colonel 
Platt, his efforts were unceasing and 
its effects were incalculable. ‘To use 
the words of a gentleman whose voice 
was heard in nearly every voting 
place in the district, ‘To Col. Hin- 
ton, more than any one else, was Mr. 
Goode indebted for his election.’’ His 
thunder tones woke our people up, 
and his researches into the records 
furnished pabulum for all the speak- 
ers in the canvass. The effect we have 
all seen, and there is no necessity of 
saying anything further; his record 
is embalmed in the memory of the 
whole people. 

Col. Hinton at an early age em- 
braced religion, and entered the 
Methodist Church, in which denomi- 
nation he continued up to the time of 
his death. He was a member of tlre

was also the President of the Sabbath 
School Association of Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth and Berkley, and in that pe- 
department he Was, as in 
everything else, enthusiastic and 

ersevering, exerting every effort to 

ring puvils to the schools under the 
control of the Association, and mak- 
ing himself almost indispensable to 
that body. 

Our notice has been necessarily 
briet, but we cannot close it without 
alluding to the subject of this4 e 
in his family relations. As a Hus- 


band and father he was devoted in 


the extreme, and we have never seen 
any one who was more peculiarly 
fitted to adorn the home circle, or 
who was more thoroughly appreci- 
ated in all the relations of life.

LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.— But lit- 
tle business of general importance 
was transacted in the House yester- 
day other than the passage of the 
Senate bill in regard to weighing of 
lint cotton, called up by Mr. Means, 
under a suspension of the rules. The 
bill, published in full in the NEWS a 
few days ago, was characterised by 
Mr. Means, its champion iu the 
House, as one of prominent 1mport- 
ance to the farming community. In 
his earnest and zealous advocacy of 
the bill, which passed almost unani- 
mously, Mr. Means is entitled to the 
especial thanks of that large class of 
our fellow-citizens, the farmers.

r. Green, who offered an amendment 
tothe resolution, stating that the prop- 
er way toamend the Constitution was 
to call a Convention, yielded to the 
solicitation of friends to withdraw 
it. Indoing so Mr. Green said that 
he introduced the amendment ex- 
pressive of calling a Convention in 
good faith, believing that the time 
had arrived for the Legislature to 
give an expression concerning the 
great and all-important subject of 
calling a Convention, but since 
the introduction of the amendment 
he found that a number of prominent 
Representatives were unprepared to 
vote on a subject of such vital im- 
portance; so at their request he 
would withdraw his amendment, 
hoping that the time would soon 
come when the General Assembly 
would be ready to grant the people 
of the State that relief sought by his 
amendment to the resolution.

Mr. Cooke, of Franklin, offered a 
substitute giving the farmer a lien 
on tenant’s crops for provisions on 
advancements furnished, whether 
the contract be verbal or written. 

Mr. Bellstated he would accept Mr. 
Cooke’s amendment, provided that 
gentleman would give Senator Kerr 
and himself the credit of originating 
the bill. 

Mr. Cooke had no objection to this 
request, and his substitute was ac- 
cepted. 

Tucker, colored, moved an amend- 
ment to strike out the word ‘‘verbal”’ 
wherever it may occur. 

Mr. Kerr opposed the amendment. 
It was well known that the Senator 
belonged to a race who would net 
give written contracts on liens, and 
this bill would protect the general 
landlord 

Tucker urged his amendment. 

Mr. Shaw advocated the amendment 
It was but a matter of justice to the 
poorer and laboring classes of the 
State, and the bill as presented would 
work much hardship to this class ; 
the ignorant class would be at the 
mercy of the landlords of the State. 

Mr. Bell held that the ignorant 
classes were more likely to be im- 
posed upon by written than by ver- 
bal contracts. 

Mr. Stickney favored the substi- 
tute of Mr. Cooke. The most simple 
mind could understand it. 

Tueker, colored, said the colored 
people were not willing to be thus 
“skinned” by the landlords of the 
State. 

Messrs. Parrish and Boddie doubt- 
ed the constitutionality of the sub- 
stitute, and desired its reference to 
Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Kerr thought if verbal agree- 
ments were unconstitutional, writ- 
ten agreements were equally so. 

Mr. French wanted the matter re- 
ferred to Judiciary Committee. It 
was a question of too much impor- 
tance to be hastily adopted or re- 


jected. 


Mr. Cooke advocated his substitute 
at some length. 

Mr. Morehead said there was no 
use for this bill. A bill of the same 
character was thcroughly considered 
last session and only passed its second 
reading by conrtesy. He was oppos- 
ed to its reference to the Judiciary 
Committee. That committee had 
already acted upon two bills of a sim- 
ilar character. The ignorant class of 
the State were the wards of the more 
enlightened class, and the only posi- 
tive safe-guard the former had was 
in having written contracts in all 
eases. He argued that under the 
Cecisions of the Supreme Court the 
landlord was now fully protected. 

Mr. Linney favored the motion to 
recommit. 

The bill was referred. 

House bill to repeal sec. 17, chap. 
112 of Battle’s Revisal, being a bill 
repealing the law requiring the Trus- 
tees of a county to report the condi- 
tion of the roads of the county ten 
days before the convening of the 
Superior Court of said county, was 
considered. 

Mr. Marler offered a_ substitute 
making the duties of the Trustees in 
this case more binding and general 
than at present. 

Bill with substitute referred.

Loss of Radical Strength. 

We make the following extract 
from the New York World : 

the table below showsin the first 
two columns the majorities given for 
and against the Republican candi- 
date for President in 1872. In the 
last two columns it shows the major- 
ities for or against the Republican 
ticket in the last election held in 
each of the Statessince 1872, The 
vote of Louisiana is omitted because, 
in consequence of the manipulation 
of the vote by Mr. Kellogg’s Return- 
ing Board in 1802 and 1874, no defi- 
nite results havebeen had. The 1873 
vote of California, Mississippi and 
Texas is given because there ‘was no 
election in the first two of those 
States this year, and because in the 
third the Republicans made no or- 
ganized fight this year. In estima- 
ting the .874 majorities the vote of 
all parties in opposition to the Re- 
publicans has been combined. Thus, 
for Oregon the figures show the uni- 
ted majority for the Democrats and 
Independents over Republicans, and 
for New York, the united majority of 
Democrats and Prohibitionists over 
Republicans. This combination of 
all anti-Republican ballots in the 
table is necessary to show to what 
extent the Republican party is in the 
minority in the country. It may 
be remarked, however, that the 
Democratic vote, take the country 
through, is 95 per cent. of the anti- 
Republican vote. With these expla-

NIGHT SESSIONS. 

The Senate has adopted a resolu- 
tion providing for night sessions of 
that body on the evenings of Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday of each 
week. So faras this is indecative 
of a disposition to expedite the bu- 
siness of the body and bring the 
session to a close at the earliest mo- 
ment compatible vith the public 
good, it is commendable, but we 
question whether it is wise legisla- 
tion.

several committees, they are, we 
think, absolutely prejudicial to the 
public welfare. Committee-men are 
presumably selected for special fit- 
ness for the consideration of the 
particular subjects sent to them for 
examination and report; and they 
should be given ample time to do 
their work well and thoroughly. 
We do not underestimate the value 
of debate. It frequently leads, we 
know, to the discovery of truth, to 
the development of facts most per- 
tinent to the matter in issue, and 
sometimes decisive of it; but it is 
nevertheless true that the really 
valuable, permanent work of any 
legiglative assembly is done by its 
committees. Then time and facili- 
ties are afforded for thorough in- 
vestigation of the subjects placed 


in their charge, for the collation |
